On the Air with 
Convention News— 

Flying back from New Orleans 
to Washington after the close of the 
60th annual convention of the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor, we 
were held up a half hour at the 
Atlanta airport. While we were 
waiting there, a bit impatiently, we 
discovered a radio program was in 
progress and the next minute the 
radio reporter came up to us with 
a microphone in his hand and pro- 
ceeded to interview us. Naturally, 
we talked about the convention. 
But in the few minutes we were on 
the air we were unable, we fear, to 
give a complete report. So now that 
we're. back home and settled down 
again and can view the proceedings 
retrospectively, we shall make an- 
other attempt with the same ques- 
tion and answer method. 


Q.—What were the outstanding 
actions of the convention? 


A.—Most important, we think, 
was the unanimous declaration of 
a broad, patriotic policy with re- 
gard to national defense. The con- 
vention pledged the members of 
the American Federation of Labor 
to co-operate fully with the govern- 
ment in the completion of the 
strongest possible preparedness 
program. It voiced a willingness to 
make any sacrifices that were rea- 
sonable or necessary to attain the 
goal. A wholesome spirit of loyalty 
and self-discipline was predominant. 
There will be no American Federa- 
tion of Labor strikes on defense 
projects if there is any way to 
avoid them. That ‘vas the concen- 
sus of opinion among the delegates 
voiced by President Green. And 
government representatives attend- 
ing the convention confirmed the 
fact there have been no such strikes 
to date. 


Labor and Democracy ~ 
Q.—What was the convention’s 
attitude toward the war in Europe? 
A.—It condemned whole-hearted- 
ly and without reserve the totali- 
tarian aggressors and pledged labor 
to support the cause of democracy. 
The convention heard an inspiring 
address from Sir Walter Citrine on 


how British workers have rallied | — 


to the cause of their country. It} 
went on record as pledging Amer-| 
ican labor’s support to our govern-| 
ment’s policy of extending 


possible aid to Great Britain, pak 4 TWO SHOPS T0 LIST | 


of war, There were no communists | 
in the convention to oppose this pol- | 
icy. It was a 100 per cent American 
gathering and it acted in a pa-| 
triotic American way. | 
Q.—Did the convention endorse 
President Green’s leadership? | 
A.—It did so in the most spon- 
taneous and complete way. Presi- 
dent Green was reelected by accla- 
mation for his seventeenth con-| 
secutive term as head of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. The con- 
vention voted him and Secretary- 
Treasurer George Meany an $8,000 
increase in salary each, as a token 
of recognition for services well ren- 
dered. The feeling at this American 
Federation of Labor convention 
was in marked contrast to the CIO 
~convention where tearful resigna- 
tions and retirements were the or- 
der of the day. 


The Prospects of Peace— 


Q.—Did the convention do any-| ; 


thing to promote labor peace? | 

A.-It did everything possible. 
The convention received a message) 
from President Roosevelt urging a 
renewed attempt to bring about | 
unity. President Green promptly | 
replied that the committee repre-| 
senting the American Federation of | 
Labor was ready to meet any time! 
and anywhere with CIO representa- 
tives for the purpose of bringing 
about a settlement. The conven- 
tion unanimously endorsed this ac-| 
tion. President Green appealed to 
those unions in the CIO which have 
become disillusioned to come back 
home to the federation and he 
promised them a hearty and gen- 
erous welcome. He warned that 
public opinion in this country will 
not stand for labor leadership 
which blocks the obvious desire of 
the workers of this country for a 
reunited labor movement. 

Q.—Then what are the prospects 
for labor peace during the coming 
year? 

A.-It is hard to say at this mo- 
ment. The left-wing element in the 
CIO squelched every move at their 
convention to bring about resump- 
tion of pease negotiations. The, 
plea was made by the ex-CIO leader | 
that the dual movement is too 
weak now to consider peace. This 
was a specious plea. But the ne 
leader of the CIO echoed it, never-! 
theless. He “promised” the CIO; 
delegates that he would not rush! 
into new peace negotiations. That| 
was a fine “promise” for a labor’ 
leader to make. On the surface, it 
does not seem likely that the CIO 
will make any peace overtures in 
the immediate future. But there 
are strong nad discordant under- 
currents within the ©’O which may 
compel action. The CIO is un- 
doubtedly weak. But unless it does 
come back to the American Feder- 
ation of Labor it will become much | 
weaker. Conflicting pressures from 
the right and left wing groups 
threaten to tear it apart. As a 
whole, it has become thoroughly 
discredited in our nation. Its public 
standing is extremely low. Its polit- 
ical influence is nil. Its legislative 
influence works in reverse. As a 
labor organization, it is completely 
nonexistent in most parts of the 
country. Unless the CIO quickly ar- 
ranges to come back to the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, it is 
likely to disintegrate entirely.

ation attorneys said, “the state 
fund arbitrarily stopped payment 
of compensation on November 18, 
1940.”

Fifth Column Activities Oppose

Members of the fire department 
who have been preparing to submit 
a plan for a sev- 


week to the city 
council to be 
placed on the

“It appears,” his decision read, 
“that the contract provided that the 
agreement shall remain in full 
force and effect until one party no- 
tifies the other in writing 30 days 
prior to August 1. 

“There appears in evidence a no- 
tice from the CIO, dated July 1, 
1940, that is 30 days prior to Au- 
gust 1, 1940, of its desire to reopen 
the agreement and make clarifica- 
tions and amendments.

“This notice is susceptible of no 
other interpretation than that it 
evinced a desire on the part of the 
union to terminate its agreement 
with the employers as of August 1, 
1940. Therefore, there being no con- 
tract there is nothing to be violated 
and injunctive relief is denied and 
the temporary restraining order 
dissolved.” 

Attorneys for the California State 
Federation of Labor pointed out 
that this ruling covered an inter- 
esting legal point affecting con- 
tracts which are automatically re- 
newed from period to period unless 
notice of modification is given by 
either party. “Unless the contract 
carries a specific clause declaring 
the contract to be in effect while 
negotiations for modification are in 
progress until a new contract is 
signed or either party definitely 
gives notice of termination, a con- 
tract subject to automatic renewal 
is deemed terminated when notice 
of modification is given,” they said. 


Changes Take Time 


It is not the intention of the rep- 
resentative of any legitimate trade 
union organization to misrepresent 
his union to any prospective mem- 
ber, not to stampede into the or- 
ganization potential members upon 
false pretenses on _ unfulfillable 
|promises. To invite membership 
upon such terms is unfair and dis- 
| honest. 

Needless to say, any promise to 
bring about an immediate change 
in wage or working conditions can- 
not be fulfilled as it will require 
time and continuous relentless ef- 
fort to transform anti-union condi- 
tions to those enjoyed where the in- 
dustry is organized.—John P. Frey, 
president, Metal Trades Depart- 
ment, A. F. of L.

Convention Condemns Racketeering;

Votes Action to End Such Abuses 


Sweeping condemnation of rack- 
eteering in labor organizations was 
expressed by the 60th annual con- 
vention of the American Federation 
of Labor. The convention unani- 
mously adopted a report outlining 
this course of action to deal with 
racketeering: 


1—All national and international 
unions affiliated with the A. F. of 
L. were advised to adopt rules or 
constitutional amendments embody- 
ing appropriate provisions for ade- 
quate disciplinary action against 
any officers or members found 
guilty of betraying their trust or 
having used their official position 
for personal or illegal gain. 


2—The executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor was 
authorized to “apply all of its in- 
fluence” for corrective action if any 
union “seemingly evades its respon- 
sibility” in acting on its own ac- 
cord.

200,000 U. S. Blankets to Britain 


The first shipment of more than 200,000 heavy woolen 
blankets for use in London bomb shelters is being rushed abroad 
by the American Red Cross. 

After combing the market, for blankets in large quantities, 
purchasing agents were able to obtain 75,000 blankets which 
make up the initial shipment. 

Orders have been placed for an additional 130,000 blankets 


with the manufacturers, Red Cross officials stated. As these are} i

land. All are promised for delivery by December 15. 

Only woolen blankets were desirable, Red Cross was in- 
formed by its relief committee in London, due to the dampness 
in the shelters, and the fact that the majority of the people were | 
sleeping on stone floors.

The Sun Shipbuilding and Dry- 
rock company of Philadelphia, 
owned by the Pew family, notori- 
ous for its opposition to organized 
labor, was cited last week by the 
‘national labor relations board to 
answer charges of anti-union ac- 
tivity in violation of the Wagner 
labor act. 


Among other counts, the com- 
pany was accused of hiring spies to 
;harass employes and with encour- 
‘aging some of its employes to form 
strong-arm squads to intimidate 
union members. 
| In a final effort to head off bona 
fide organization, the complaint as- 
serts, the Sun company established 
and subsidized a “company union” 
; which was completely dominated by 
the ‘eorporation’s officials. 


TVA PILES UP PROFIT 
DESPITE LOW RATES 


Consumers of T. V.A. power dis- 
tributed by 106 municipal and co- 
operative systems “saved more than 
$9,000,000 during the past year 
through cheap electric rates,” the 
Tennessee valley authority reported 
recently. 

The report points out that, de- 
spite this tremendous reduction in 
the cost to consumers, the distrib- 
uting systems made a profit of 
$6,057,000, or 7% per cent on their 
$80,000,000 total investment.

305,000 MORE WORKERS 
GET PRIVATE PLANT JOBS 


Federal Security Administrator 
Paul V. McNutt reported that 3065,- 


4|000 workers were placed in private 


industry by the United States em- 
ployment service during September, 
reducing the number seeking jobs 
through state employment agencies 
to about 4,900,000. 

At the same time the civil] serv- 
ice commission revealed that em- 
ployment in the executive branch 
of the federal government reached 
a new record peak of 1,058,596 for 
that month, an increase of 19,702 
over August, during which month 
the 1,000,000 figure was topped for 
the first time. 
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
